SHELFER 
HERE. 


Says Brazos County Has Fine Tobacco 


Soils— A Qreat Industry 


for Texas. 


Tobacco Expert Shelfer spent 


yesterday in Bryan, and went out 


in various directions to examine 
the soils continguous to Bryan with 
a view to determining their value 
for tobacco culture. 
In the morn­ 
ing he was accompanied by B. P. 
Wilson and in the afternoon by 
W. P. Connelly. 
In conversation with The Eagle 
reporter, Mr. Shelfer said there are 
three classes of tobacco soils in 
Texas, and he dads some typical 
tobacco lands near Bryan, that will 
produce as good cigar filler as any 
land in the United States, and also 
a high grade wrapper. 
He said 
he would be willing to invest in 
our lands and go into commercial 
tobacco growing in 
competition 
w ith 
any other locality in the 
United States. 
He believes Texas has a great fu­ 
ture as a tobacco growing state— 
the greatest in the union—and that 
Houston will be the natural center 
of the industry, although far re­ 
moved from the tobacco belt. 
The 
best tobacco lands, he says, lie in 
the country from IOO to 150 miles 
from the coast, where drouths are 
infrequent, dews and fogs heavy 
and 
long 
continued, 
and 
gulf 


clouds numerous. 
Mr. Shelfer takes a broad view 
of the question of the development 
of the industry in Texas, and says 
the upbuilding of it in one section 
of the state will tend to strengthen 
and aid the growth of the in­ 
dustry 
in 
all 
other 
sections 
where conditions are such that 
the plant 
may 
be 
profitably 
grown. 
Growing different kinds 
of tobacco in different sections of 
her tobacco belt, Texas will have 
within her own borders the oppor­ 
tunity to develop a mammoth in ­ 
dustry. 
It being known to the 
world that her cigar filler and 
wrapper are the finest produced— 
equal to the best Cuban—when 
this has been demonstrated as it 
inevitably must be by our own 
business interests taking the lead— 
capital will not be slow to seek out 
and improve the tobacco lands. 
Mr. Shelfer has resigned his po­ 
sition with the government and 
has his final report of investiga­ 
tions in this state ready to be sent 
out through the associated press. 
It is needless to say it will be 
great advertisement for the tobacco 
interests of the State, and Brazos 
county should not be slow to get 
her resources before the public in 
order that she may be among the 
first to share the profits of this 
new industry. 
Mr. Shelfer looks for substan- 
tially the same characteristics in 
land for tobacco growing that Mr. 
Mally sought 
for peaches; 
and 
having this called to his attention, 
he emphasized the 
fact that a 
commercial o r c h a r d company 
might be at the same time a com­ 
mercial tobacco company. 
T h e 
demonstration of our advantages 
for both lines could be made at the 
same time; and Mr. Shelfer shows 
how, while 
making 
demonstra­ 
tions, the company would be at the 
same time making money.

•■■Bailiary D iet That Took Plaeo 
la Loadoa In 16#S. 
Dueling In England In 1808 was often 
i very sanguinary bustness. 
On a Friday morning in March of 
that year n moat extraordinary dual 
took plaeo In Hyde park, London, be­ 
tween Lieutenant W. of the navy and 
Captain J. of the army. 
The Antag­ 
onists arrived at the appointed place 
within a few minutes of eflch other. 
Borne dispute nrose respecting the dis­ 
tance, whtch the friends of Lieutenant 
W. Insisted should not exceed six paces, 
while the seconds of Captain J. urged 
strongly the rashness of so decisive a 
distance aud Insisted on Its being ex­ 
tended, 
At length the proposal of Lieutenant 
W.’s friends wns agreed to, mid the 
parties fired per signal, when Lieuten­ 
ant VV. received the shot of his adver­ 
sary on the guard of Ida pistol, which 
tore away the third aud fourth fingers 
of his right hand.

Interfered to no purpose. 
The son of 
Neptune, apparently callous to pain, 
wrapped his handkerchief round his 
hand and swore he had another which 
never fa ile d him. 
Captain J. called his second aside 
and told him It was In vain to urge a 
reconciliation. 
They again took their ground. 
On Lieutenant VV. receiving the pis­ 
tol In his left hand he looked stead­ 
fastly at C’aptain J. for some time, then 
cast his eyes to heaven and said In a 
low voice, “Forgive me!” 
The parties fired as before, and both 
fell. 
Captain J. received the shot 
through the bend and instantly ex­ 
pired. 
Lieutenant 
VV’, received the 
ball In his left breast and Immediately 
inquired of his friend lf Captain J.’a 
wound was mortal. 
Being answered 
In the affirmative, he thanked heaven 
he had lived thus long, requested a 
mourning ring on his finger might be 
given to his sister and that she might 
be assured it was the happiest moment 
he ever knew. 
He had scarcely fin­ 
ished the words when a quantity of 
blood burst from his wound, and he ex­ 
pired almost without a struggle.—Glas­ 
gow Herald.

are all the more suited to it, on 
account of th e greater moisture. 
There is but one th in g in 
the 


way now , o f a considerable acreage 
being planted to rice here n ext 
season, and that is the question of 
a separator to thresh 
it. 
T h is

T he 
w h eat 
and 
oats 
threshers 
in the counties north of here will 
be through w ith th resh in g those 
crops by the tim e our rice crop 
com es on, and it sh ou ld be easy to 
arrange for som e o f them to com e 
to this county when needed.

Snakes, venomous snakes, may be di­ 
vided Into tw o classes, the cobras and 
the viperous. 
The cobras, inhabitants 
of distant India, form a class apart. 
To the viperous belong all other ven­ 
omous species, Including our own splen­ 
did rattler, the moccasin, the fer de 
lance of the W est Indies and the dead­ 
ly bushm aster of Venezuela and the 
Gulanas. 
D iam etrically opposite, though equal­ 
ly fatal, are the effects of the cobra 
and the vlperold poison. 
Diam etrically 
opposite, also, ars the tw o methods of 
attack. 
The cobra at tim es is aggres­ 
sive, the king cobra being said even to 
pursue man. 
Silent, without the least 
warning and from a place where you 
would least suspect, the round head 
darts out of a thicket, a sharp pain 
causes you to exclaim , and the frightful 
fangs of the snake are burled In your 
flesh. 
Like the grip of a bulldog they 
hold fast. w hile from five to ten feet of 
anim ated cable come stretching out of 
the thicket to coll leisurely beneath the 
dread head. 
For this eternal hold on the victim 
there Is a natural reason. The fangs of 
the ten foot cobra are but a third of an 
inch long. 
It Is Impossible, therefore. 
to squirt the venom deep In a single 
stroke. 
In order to give the venom 
time to absorb the snake must retain 
Its hold. 
The fa tal poison contains 
about 05 per cent of nerve destroying 
and a t»out 5 per cent of blood destroy­ 
ing elem ents. 
W ithin five m inutes the 
pain leaves th e w ound, anil even tho 
shook of the a tta ck begins to wear off. 
T here Is little suffering, nor w ill there 
be Jo tho relentless end. 
Only lf by 
chance the bite is one from a sm all 
snake or lf a fresh supply of antitoxin 
happens to he a t hand Is there a chance 
for your life. 
If one recovers from the 
Im m ediate effects w ithin a w eek one is 
as healthy as ever. 
W hile the poison of 
the cobra often kills w ithin an hour, 
there 
have 
been 
cases 
w here 
the 
"strik e” of a rattlesn ak e and a burh- 
m nster have caused d eath w ithin ten 
m inutes. 
N atu ralists accept, how ever, 
I th a t the king cobra, ow ing to Its g reat 
I size and the consequent q u an tity and 
j q uality of poison em itted, is the m ost 
dangerous of all the snakes. — Mc­ 
Clure’s.
